| ONDON.—Happening to be in the vicinity of Baker Street 
* I could not resist the temptation to visit: Abbey House, 
where Sherlock Holmes, the great criminologist of Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle’s famous series of “whodunits,” has come to 
life again just about 100 years after his fictitious birth 
Abbey House is supposedly the 221B Baker Street from 
which Holmes conducted his investigations into the sordid 
and sinister crimes committed within the covers of the famous 
author’s detective books. And in its ‘old-fashioned rooms has 
been recreated the setting and the atmosphere which Sherlock 
Holmes fang all over the~world associate with the master 
criminologist 


LEGEND BECOMES REAL 
"THERE is all the clutter associated with the mid-Victorian 
era in which Holmes flourished and deducted. The 
mirrored mantel-piece its ornate brass clock, its pipe 
rack and knicknacks, its leather-seated fender, the coal scuttle 
holding his pipe and cigar box. On the walls are. hung a. rack 
holding hunting-crops, and above them a collection of sinister 
looking daggers and knives; a snakeskin allegedly representing

QTILL and all, I have seen women do 

some pretty funny things with 
recipes, in a-manner calculated to make 
a man’s blood run cold. I must disguise 
the following story a little, to spare feel- 
ing all round, but it is essentially true. 

Long ago there was a hostess of mine 
who. decided to make a genuine oyster 
gumbo (only that was not the real dish 
she attempted), . New in- a genuine 
oyster gumbo you parboil a pint of 
shucked or canned oysters in their own 
liquor until their edgés curl (no more), 
Then you drain, and add the liquor to a 
quart of fish stock. “You Can” readily 
make fish stock by simmering a couple 
of pounds of very cheap white fish with 
bones and trimmings... go and catch 
a brace of rock cod, for example .. . 
together with a sliced onion, blade of 
mace, 12 white peppercorns, teaspoon of 
salt, 1 bayleaf, 1 sprig of thyme, and 10 
sprigs of parsley, 1 carrot, sliced, and 2 
whole cloves. 

You use-about-3 pints of water. If 
you simmer more than an hour it may 
possibly grow bitter, Skim: Strain. 
Store in fridge till needed, That is a very 
simple and homely way of making fish 
stock, but it is good for many things. 


ELL, you add your oyster liquor to 

a quart of fish stock. Cook~2 table- 
spoons of grated onion in 2 tablespoons 
of butter over low heat, stirring it, until 
it just colors. Then add. to stock, butter 
and all, Add 1 cup of tinned and drained 
okra, and 2 cups of cooked or canned 
tomatoes, drained and chopped, season to 
taste with salt and pepper and a little 
thyme; heat to boiling point, take off 
fire and stir in oysters off the fire, and 
2 tablespoons of butter: ‘Serve with 
toasted crackers or buttered toast. Now 
that is an oyster gumbo. 


But when my hostess wished to make 
one, she didn't have exactly the right 
ingredients. She didn’t’ even have 
oysters, So she made us a clam gumbo 
and laughingly called it an oyster gumbo 
Her Style. Style is right. There was 
no fish stock, so she just boiled the 
clams for-a long, long time with what- 
ever seasoning she had on hand, and 
Jacking okra, otherwise gumbo, she used 
rice instead/ “Actually, what we had was 
hard-boiled clams with rice. But she still 
called it oyster gumbo. As I said, this 
wasn't the actual dish she gave us, and 
misnamed. But it’s the sort of thing that 
happens all too often, and all too ter- 
ribly. If I told you the actual dish and 
its treatment, your hair would stand 
on end, and your stomach would stand 
en its head, 
MORE HAIR ON END 
JEN reading a cookery book last 
night, my own hair stood on end, for 
I ran across a thing named Strawberry 
Soup, Feeling. a little squeamish, [ 
passed hurriedly on, the meré name 
enough for me, But being a morbid 
bloke, I went back to see what the devil 
Was going on. And I found it wasn't a 
soup at all, but a Swedish kind of drink 
with berriés in it... a cup, though of 
a nasty sort, It js made of berries, 
claret, water, sugar, lemon, and (God 
help us) almond paste balls, That's bad 
enough. But at least it isn't a soup. 
They Go make a lager beer soup in 
Sweden, though, I am told by those who 
like it that it is good, I am told by 
those who hate it that it is murder. 
Me, I'll settle for a good old Dutch fruit 
salad, one recipe for whieh begins: “To 
one. baitle of brandy and cne.of pum, add 
the following truits .. .” :

Political: Paralysis In Britain 


By JOSEPH ALSOP from London 


(THE PARALYSIS of the British govern- 
ment will probably be recorded by 
history as one of the major misfortunes 


of the year 1951. In the past six years, 
the British Labor 

Party~ has rebuilt this 

country’s economy 

from its bombed out 
foundations — an enor- 

mous achievement 

which should never be 

forgotten. But the 

fact that the Labor 
government is para- 

lyzed today, especially 

in the sphere of fo- 

reign affairs, is also Joseph 
too important. to be ignored. 

What are the origins of this paralysis 
in Britain? One is inelined to name 
simple disillusionment as the root 
Jeause, 

Within the last month, a symbolic 
confession has been “published by the 
popular British philosopher, C, E. M. 
Joad. -~He was once a typically hopeful 
believer in the perfectibility of human 
society by sciénee and socialism, But 
he has new grimly announced that the 
expected triumphs of science seem to 
him te be mainly horrors. And he has 
added that socialism, ‘instead of bringing 
the promised fuller life to all, appears 
to be bringing everyone down to the 
same dead level of dreariness, 

What this confession symbolizes is 
British socialism’s loss of drive and even, 
perhaps, of faith in its own future. The 
British Welfate state has. been estab- 
lished, Out that job is mainly done. - In- 
ddstry Kas been naétionalized, But with- 
earth. National planning has been tested 
but the unanticipated drawbacks have 
almost balanced the hoped-for advan- 
tages. ce . 

Hence eyen the leaders and idea-men 
of British socialism, although they are 


Ke 

still proud of what has been done already, 
are visibly very far. from clear in their 
own minds about what ought to be done 
next, The effect of this loss of any 
sure sense of direction is in turn vastly 
intensified by the increasing strain of 
the cold wer, 


The strain of the cold war takes two 
forms. First there is the influence, in 
itself directly paralyzing, of the weak 
ness of Britain’s present defenses. Sec- 
ond, there is the conflict between gsocial- 
ist notions of the right thing te do, and 
the policy decisions that cold war neces- 
sities relentiessly enforee. The major 
casualty of this conflict is,.of course, 
the brilliant Aneurin Bevan. 

Finally, the. British government now 
aufférs from a simple problem of leader- 
ship, disclosed by the replacement of 
Ernest Bevin with Herbert Morrison. 
Morrison has always focused exclusively 
on Britain's’ internal problema, He is 
primarily a party manager, dangerously 
inexperienced in the harsh realities of 
foreign policy. Yet Morrison was ¢on- 
sidered the only man available with suf- 
ficient stature to be made Foreign See- 
retary when brave old Bevin's health 
finally failed. 

In these -circumstances, only the 
dominant authority of stout hearted 
Prime Minister Attlee prevents a: really 
disastrous outcome such as another 
desperate effort to see a phony “peace 
in our time.” 

But even Attlee cannot overcome the 
simple weariness of his government, its 
deep reluctance to take any positive 
action or even to reach any ‘serious long

Cariboo Trail— 
Via The P.G.E.

PEMBERTON MEADOWS, B.C.—-Com- 

pletion of the P.G.E. railway is a 
matter of desperate importance to the 
900 whites and 600 Indians who live in 
this verdant valley 96 miles north of 
Vancouver, 


The Valley—W0 miles long and a mile 
wide— is bordered by snow-capped moun- 
tain peaks of surpass- 
ing beauty. Their 
jagged. crests look 
down on 36,000 acres of 
the finest agricultural 
land in British Colum- 
bia. 

About 10,000 of 

these acres have been 

set aside for veterans’ 

land grants. Another 

10,000 are Indian pro- 

perty- The balance is Keate 
owned privately, by a hardy band of 
pioneers whe have no. telephones and 
very little electricity. There is no doc- 
tor in the area; when a man gets sick 
(as one did during the Board of Trade 
visit), he must be taken to Squamish or 
Lillooet, where a Japanese graduate of 
U.B.C. serves the eommunity. 


DRAINAGE PROJECT 

The land these people wark grows 
grass green enough to inspire the bard 
of County Cork, Its potatoes come-in 
boxing-glove size. 

But for yéars the toil and privation 
of the pioneers have been iniensified by 
floods from the rampaging Lillooet 
River, Already the federal government 
has spent $1.2 millions to bring it under. . 
control, in a drainage project. The work 
is expected to be completed in two years, 

If the reclamation job is successful, 
and coincides with the completion §f the 
P.G.E., the people of Pemberton Meadowa 
may be rewarded for their years of tra- 
vail, It is reported that land which sold 
for $10 an acre may appreciate to some- 
thing like $150. Among the benefactors, 
ef course, will be absentee landlords who 
have been holding the property against 
possible increment.

Major improvements to help 
reduce the smoke and cinder 
nuisance in Victoria were out 
lined today by Herbert Bitrnes, 
manager of-B.C. Forest Products 
Ltd, at the City Hall meeting on 
the problem. 

Along with 14 other mill oper- 
ators and engineers, Mr. Barnes 
told a fire wardens committee 
}meeting of efforts made by his} 
company to help eliminate ‘the 
| problem, which has brought pro- 
tests from scores of residents in 
| the north end of the city. 


RECOGNIZE RESPONSIBILITY 

“Something can be done about 
the problern and we are trying, 
to do it,” he said. “We realize 
}we have a responsibility to the 
community.” 
| In the 1920's a higher smoke 
stack was put in, he said. Ten 
years ago a cinder eliminator was 
installed which he felt was an 85 
per cent control on the cinder 
problem. 

“We have spent and are en- 
gaged in spending approximately 
| half a million dollars,” Mr. Barnes 
| said. “We are now engaged in 
| building a log barker at a cost of 
| $350,000. ’ 
| All the methods were desiged, 
he said, to use waste, with con- 
sequently less of it to burn. 

Vancouver Smoke Inspector

Is the public sense of humor changing? New 
Zealand cartoonist David Low thinks it is—a little. 
People’s sense of humor, he says, is a matter: of 
socia] importance and what folks laugh at today 
has become a subject for research, with experts 
solemnly running over comic papers, listening to 
coméeliang and measuring and classifying jokes for 
their Significance. According to a recent statement 
the jokes people laugh at today afe about sex and 
all its ramifications; ill health, including false teeth, 
bald heads and hang-overs; domestic affairs like 
baby-sitting and mothers-in-law; clothes and their 
absurdities; food and live personalities. 


“That would suggest,” says Low, “that ideas 
of humor have changed a@ bit in the past 50 years.” 
He wishes he could say. that these changes have 
resulted from improvements in the perception of 
the ridiculous due to the advance of education, but 
he doesn’t think education has ‘had much to do 
with it. The more elementary the humor the less 


it has changed. Fundamentally the oddness, incon- 
gruity, and bumps and bulges of life are the sub- 
stance of universal amusement. ‘The elementary 
joker materials, the human body, gluttony, drunken- 
ness, insult, violence and misfortune-happening-to- 
someone-else remain much the same everywhere— 
permanent and tireless.

There's little difference between the clown of 
1901 and 1951, for the broad patter comedians still 
hunt laughs with the same old stuff. Any change 
is in the application of ideas rather than in the 
ideas themselves, ‘Progress’ is responsible for the 
changes. In 1901; jokes concerned the new-fangled 
horseless carriage, talking machinés, bicycles and 
suffragettes. Today, the comedians trade on tele- 
vision, jet planes, film stars and flying-saucers. 
The major change concerns those who bear the 
brunt of the jokes. In 1901 it was the upper 
middle-class cracking wisé about the goings-on of 
servants, and the bright remarks of their offspring, 
and the unintentionally funny remarks‘of innocent 


charwomen and tramps. The social revolution is 
reflected today in jokes about fairly normal people 
struggling with the business of living, food queues, 
full buses, and the loud radio in the next apartment 
or the TV set across the street.

“The principal changes,” says Low, “have been 
that all peoples are beginning to laugh at the same 
things.” The lack of new laugh routines, apparently, 
need not worry the present day comedians on radio, 
scften or TV. They'll get along so long as people 
can still laugh at themselves.
